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“Ghe Soon Goming of Jesus

Rey. 22:16, “I am the root and 
offspring of David, and the bright 
and morning star.” This is the last 
testimony of Jesus Christ of Him- 
self. This is given in the last book 
of the Bible and it is connected 
with the message given by our 
Lord to those who expect His re- 
turn. We may or may not be here 
long, we cannot tell, but we do 
know that conditions of the world 
certainly bespeak the soon coming 
of our Lord. There is much in the 
Scriptures to encourage us. Read 
2 Tim. 7:8; Titus 2:11-13; Heb. 10: 
36, 37; Heb. 9:28. All these scrip- 
tures are consolation to those who 
are expecting the soon return of 
our Lord. 


When we read our text we find 
that it sustains, strengthens, and 
establishes our hearts, and espec- 
ially we would say to those who 
are likely to become despondent 
and discouraged, that we should 
look up for our redemption draw- 
eth nigh. Jesus makes this an- 
nouncement in His closing re- 
marks to John the Revelator, “I 
Jesus have sent mine angel to tes- 
tify these ¢hings in the churches. 
I am the root and: offspring of Da- 
vid, and the bright and morning 
star.” The scripture says His 
name shall be called Jesus for He 
shall save His people from _ their 
sins. Thus our blessed Lord is to 
His earthly people the root and 
offspring of David. He is the hope 


of all the descendants of Abraham 
and the Church. In Him _ the 
promise is made to David, and this 
promise will be fully realized in 
the kingdom age. 2 Sam. 7:12-16; 
Luke 1:32-33. 


When He comes to reign in pow- 
er and great glory, at the end of 
the tribulation week, the promise 
made to the Church to be co-heirs 
and co-rulers will be realized. First, 
Jesus will come to rapture His 
saints, 1 Thess. 4:13, and all those 
who are ready will go to meet Him 
in the air. There is much com- 
ment these days on the dead in 
Christ and also the living saints, 
as to who will go or what prepara- 
tion is needed for this great and 
glorious event. I want to warn the 
people that it will take. strict ad- 
herence to the entire Word of God 
and living up to all the light that 
shines on our pathway. It makes 
me shudder to read some articles 
that I have read lately in different 
magazines and church publica- 
tions. The trend of the thought 
given in these articles is tnat all 
will go. I wonder what they will 
do with the tribulation saints 
mentioned in Rev. 7:1-15. I tell 
you, it is going to take the real 
blessings of God for people to be 
ready to go when Jesus comes and 
I am sure that in Matt. 25 the des- 
cription of the foolish virgins 
proves beyond a doubt that all will 
not go. These virgins had great ex- 


pectation but they didn’t have the 
oil. They must have been called 
Christians because the word “vir- 
gin” is ascribed to them. There 
will be a line drawn, I am sure, 
when He comes to resurrect the 
dead in Christ and to catch away 
His waiting saints who are ready 
to meet Him. 


Rey. 20:6, “Blessed and holy is 
he that hath part in the first resur- 
rection: on such the second death 
hath no power, but they shall be 
priests with God and of Christ, and 
shall reign with him a thousand 
years.” V. 5, “But the rest of the 
dead lived not again until the 
thousand years were finished.” 
This is the first resurrection. This 
proves beyond a doubt that there 
will be many dead who will not be 
resurrected at His coming to rap- 
ture His children. Also, he that is 
raptured shall be blessed and holy. 
We are sure that His coming to 
the descendants of Abraham and 
their realizing and turning to 
Christ will be in the middle of the 
tribulation week. Dan. 9:27. The 
returning of the Jews now is an in- 
dex finger pointing to the soon 
coming of Christ, and it will be in 
this week of tribulation that the 
descendants of Abraham will turn 
to Christ and accept Him as their 
Messiah.

PROSPERITY IN PALESTINE 

While the world as a whole faces 
bankruptcy and general depres- 
sion, there is one little spot which 
enjoys prosperity; namely, Pales- 
tine. Governmental clearings for 


the year 1934 amounted to 2,000,- 
000 pounds sterling or approxi- 
mately $10,000,000, thus increas- 
ing the total surplus in treasury 
to approximately $25,000,000. Was 
it not God who said, “Blessing I 
will bless thee,” andis not this 
prosperity an evidence of divine 
faith? Reports coming from _ the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem 
show an enrollment of eight hun- 
dred students for this year as 
against less than half that num- 
ber last year, more than two hun- 
dred applications were turned 
down.

Lands continue to be 
purchased, industry to thrive as a 
result of the returning seed of 
Abraham. 





Fasting 


E. C. CLARK 


Introduction 


The question has been asked, {s 
fasting biblical, what is the re- 
sults to be derived therefrom and 
what are the requirements _inci- 
dent to fasting? 

TEXT: “But the days will come, 
when the bridegroom will be tak- 
en from them, and then shall they 
fast in those days.” Luke 5:35. 


The language of our text is the 
reply of Jesus to those who ques- 
tion why the disciples of John and 
the Pharisees used to fast, but thy 
disciples fast not. So long as Je- 
sus, the Comforter of His disciples, 


remained with them, and just so 
long as the power of His ministry 
had its origin alone in Him, there 
was no necessity for the disc'ples 
to fast. Those times were days of 
proof of the Sonship of Christ’s 
own ministry in which the  disci- 
ples could, in reality, add nothing 
by their fasting. 


Our Example 


Jesus was cur outstand'ng ex- 
ample asa minister. No sooner 
was He endued with power from 
on high at the river of Jordan 
Matt. 3:17, than He was _ led of 
the Spirit into the wilderness 
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where He spent forty days and 
nights in fasting and in prayer in 
conflict against Satan. Matt. 4:1. 
If it was necessary for Him as the 
Son of God, after He had been 
anointed wtih power from on hign 
to spend time in fasting and pray- 
er, much more So is it needful thav 
we spend time in fasting and pray- 
er; and with this view our text is 
in accord. 

After the bridegroom, Christ, 
was taken away, He told His disci- 
ples plainly that then shall the 
children of the hridechamber fast. 
The rendering from Mark 1:12 
would give it that the Spirit driv- 
eth Him forth into the wilderness, 
and oftentimes this is the only way 
that God may get us in prayer that 
He may use us, by the Spirit urg- 
ing, compelling and driving us 
forth on the mission for which we 
are called of God. Jesus wrestled 
in the wilderness by fasting and 
prayer, though weak and haggard, 
until He had victory over His hu- 
man desire, His appetite, His am- 
bition for self-glory or personal at- 
tainment and was at last able to 
say, Get thee hence Satan. There 
is no way by which we may arm 
ourselves for conflict with Satan 
except by fasting and prayer. 


An Exile 

There was another captive in 
exile I would have you notice, the 
man Daniel, down at Babylon. Te 
did not only spend time in prayer, 
remembering Jerusalem and_ his 
homeland, but even under sentence 
of death he opened the windows of 
His chamber towards Jerusalem 
and kneeled upon his knees three 
times a day and prayed and gave 
thanks before his. God. The desire 
and ambition of Daniel was inten- 
sified as years passed by, and 
when he knew that after seventv 
years the Lord would again visit 
Jerusalem we find him as mention- 
ed in Daniel 9:3 with his face set 
to seek the Lord God bv prayer 
and supplication with fasting in 
sackcloth and ashes. This fast pos- 
sibly lasted for a perfod of three 
weeks as we learn from Dan. 10: 
12, 13. “for from the first day that 
thou didst set thine heart to un- 
derstand, and to chasten thyself 
before thy God. thy words were 
heard. and I am come for thy 
words. But the prince of the king- 
dom of Persia withstood me one 
and twenty days.” 

It is the opposition concerning 
the manifestation of divine things

which necessitates that we should 
spend time in fasting and prayer. 
When Israel was apostatized and 
backslidden from God; that nation 
was awakened and stirred by the 
prayers of Elijah the prophet. Be- 
fore Jehovah sent him to Mt. Car- 
mel to face the false prophet, Baal, 
be it remembered that he had 
spent the greater part of three and 
one-half years in fasting and in 
prayer. One of these fasts lasted 
at least forty days and _ nights. 
Another such fast was accomplish- 
ed by Moses during the days of his 
interview with God on Mt. Sinai. 
In the person of Jesus, Daniel, Eli- 
jah, and Moses we have individuals 
who were developed thru fasting 
and prayer for special purposes, 
signs, and wonders, during times 
of crises which were qualified 
through fasting and prayer and a 
life secluded with God. 
Purpose of Fasting 

From Dan. 10:12 we learn that it 
isa means of chastening one’s 
self. By it the proud are humiliat- 
ed and abased. It was after the de- 
claration of fasting and prayer 
which was actually put into prac- 
tice that the city of Nineveh was 
spared from the judgments pro- 
nounced against it by the prophet 
Jonah. Ch. 3:6, 10. 

We are commanded by our 
Lord in Matt. 6:17, ‘“‘when thou 
fastest, anoint thine head, and 
wash thy face, that thou appear 
not unto men to fast, but unto thy 
Father which is in secret: and thy 
Father, which seeth in secret shall 
reward thee openly.” Our Lord has 
here given a definite outline. Fast- 
ing should be in secret with anoint- 
ed head, our face washed: the evi- 
dences that we must appear tidy 
and dress as though we are ready 
for entertaining the king when we 
enter the secret chamber of pray- 
er. 

During times of fasting we learn 
of our human weaknesses, the 
flesh is crucified, the spirit is ex- 
alted and God is glorified. Follow- 
ing such arming of yourselves God 
will reward thee openly. The prac- 
tice of fasting was followed by the 
apostles as is very evident in the 
light of Acts 13:2 where it is writ- 
ten, “As they ministered to the 
Lord, and fasted. the Holy Ghest 
said. Separate me Barnabas and 
Saul for the work whereunto T 
have called them.” After God’s will 
had been made known concernine 
these brethren they continued in 
fasting and prayer after which 
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they laid their hands on them and 
sent them away, V. 3. The Apostle 
Paul instructed the Corinthians in 
Chap. 7:5 that the man or his wife 
might have reasonable excuse by 
consent to give themselves to fast- 
ing and prayer. Again in 2 Cor. 6:5 
we learn that it was a part of hu- 
miliation and hardships suffered 
by the apostle listed with stripes, 


imprisonments, tumults, labors, 
watchings, and fastings. Notice 
the plural word for “fasting,” 


showing that it was a repeated oc- 
currence, and again in the 11th 
chapter and 27th V. we hear him 
say, “In weariness and painfulness, 
in watchings often, in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings often.” 

Fasting was original in Old Tes- 
tament times and was practiced by 
our Lord and by the apostles and 
the early Church. It has a definite 
method of procedure as a means of 
accomplishing things for God. 
Concerning the lunatic mentioned 
in Matt. 17 possessed of an_ evil 
spirit, and over which the disciples 
had no power, Jesus admonished 
them saying, “Howbeit this kind 
goeth not out but by prayer and 
fasting,” v. 21. In the light of these 
scriptures the purpose of fasting 
is evident. It is that we may put on 
the power of the Spirit, that we 
may be clothed with it and thus put 
off the weakness of the flesh. 

From the Psalmist David we 
learn that he humbled himself with 
fasting, Psa. 35:13; and that his 
knees were weak from fasting, 
Psa. 109:24. Many old time Pente- 
costal evangelists do not attempt 
preaching in a revival until the 
church has spent three or four 
days and nights in fasting and in 
prayer. The Spirit cannot work un- 
til the flesh is crucified. Fasting 
has always left its evidence as be- 
ing ameans by which spiritual 
blessing is sought and obtained. 

When Should We Fast 

This is a question that I couid 
not answer for all. The Lord Jesus 
was led of the Spirit into His long 
and continued fast but by compar- 
ison of scriptures relating to it, it 
will be found that we are taught 
to fast by practice; and by exami- 
nation of the apostolic writings we 
find these commands were carrie? 
out. Concerning the evii_ spirit 
mentioned above which could only 
be cast cut by fasting and prayer, 
we learn that fasting is a weapon 
by which we may oppose evil pow- 
ers. By examining our text again it 
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is very evident that the purpose of 
fasting in the absence of the 
bridegroom would be _ incident to 
bringing back His presence and 
comfort to His people. 


The Spirit sometimes definitely 
leads people to fast. It has been 
so in my own personal experience 
and with many others. Still others 
say they have no direction of the 
Spirit concerning fasting, do not 
believe in it, and even go so far as 
to oppose it. Sometimes your hu- 
man instinct will tell you that a 
fast is necessary and it is not 
wrong to obey that instinct as it 
is scriptural in its purpose as well 
as example. Faith in the promises 
and commands of our Lord pro- 
vides that me may fast when we 
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so desire. 

Those who are not strong physi- 
cally should be careful to not over- 
tax their strength unless God es- 
pecially leads them. Persons who 
are not physically strong should 
never fast unless definitely led to 
do so. The Lord would have us to 
guard our health. I have heard cf 
persons who claim that they lose 
desire for nourishment and can 
fast with great ease, while on the 
other hand it is with intense suf- 
fering to others. Some fleshy peo- 
ple could go for a few days with- 
out injury while other persons, to 
miss a single meal it is a great bur- 
den. Persons who walk carefully 
with the Lord in the Spirit should 
know when and how long to fast. 





“Ghe Mysteries of God: “he 
Kingdom

The third development of God’s 
kingdom is the establishment of 
the kingdom of heaven upon the 
earth, 


The Israelites were justified in 
their expectation that their Mes- 
siah, when He should come would 
reign over their nation as a power- 
ful king, subduing the nations of 
the ungodly. Their prophets had 
clearly advanced this teaching. 
They were unable to understand 
or to accept the claims of Jesus 
Christ to the Messiahship. He 
came to them in meekness and 
humility. His doctrine was a doc- 
trine of non-resistance and chari- 
ty. When apprehended and ques- 
tioned before Pilate Jesus said, 
“My kingdom is not of this world,” 
John 18:36, explaining that if He 
had been going about to found a 
kingdom on worldly lines and of 
worldly texture, “then would my 
servants fight. But,” said he, “now 
is my kingdom not from hence.”” 


The Jews crucified their king. 
The expectation of the people per- 
ished—now they knew positively 
that this man was not He of whom 
the prophets spoke. Even the disci- 
ples, who had heard all of the 
teaching on the spiritual develop- 
ment of the kingdom were fallen 


into despair. With all they had 
heard, at heart they still were Is- 
raelites and cherished the national 
hope; the glorious reign of a right- 
eous king on David’s throne. 


Then came the resurrection; the 
flame of hope was kindled afresh. 
“Wilt thou,” asked they, “at this 
time restore again the kingdom +o 
Israel?” He did not say to them 
that the kingdom should not be 
restored but simply replied, “It is 
not for you to know the times or 
seasons, which the Father hath put 
in his own power.” Acts 1:6-7. 
Theirs it was to tarry until baptiz- 
ed with the Holy Ghost, Acts 1:45, 
and then to go forth as witnesses 
of the resurrection, Acts 1:8; 2: 
32; 4:33, and teachers of the na- 
tions, Matt. 28:20. Gradually it 
dawned upon them that their task 
was the founding of a spiritual em- 
pire. They were to preach _ the 
kingdom gospel, calling sinners to 
repentance, that they might be 
converted and become from their 
hearts the loyal subjects of hea- 
ven’s King. At an appointed time, 
“which the Father hath put in His 
own power,” Acts 1:6; after the 
gospel of the kingdom had been 
proclaimed among all the nations, 
the period of proclamation would 
end, then Jesus would return and 
the kingdom of heaven would be 
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established upon the earth. “This 
gospel of the kingdom shall be 
preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness unto all nations and_ then 
shall the end come.” Matt. 24:14. 

They then remembered His 
statement to them relative to the 
establishment of His kingdom on 
the earth.” A certain nobleman 
went into a far country to receive 
for himself a kingdom, and to re- 
turn,” Luke 19:12. Jesus had set 
in motion certain forces which dur- 
ing His physical absence were op- 
erating to commit into His hands 
a kingdom, which upon His return, 


was to be established upon the 
earth. 
“When the Son of man_ shall 


come (return) in his glory and all 
the holy angels with him, then, 
shall he sit upon the throne of his 
glory,” Matt. 25:31. “And the Lord 
shall be King over all the earth,” 
Zech. 14:9. 

“And before him shall be gather- 
ed all nations,’ Matt. 25:32, and 
“out of his mouth goeth a sharp 
sword that with it he should smite 
the nations, and he shall rule them 
with a rod of iron,” Rev. 19:15. 
“The Lord of hosts shall reign in 
mount Zion and in Jerusalem,” Is. 
24:23. “Of the increase of his gov- 
ernment and peace there shall be 
no end, upon the throne of David, 
and upon his kingdom to order it,” 
Isa. 9:7. “I Jesus * * * I am the 
root and offspring of David****,” 
Rev. 22:16. “Thus saith the Lord; 
I am returned unto Zion, and will 
dwell in the midst of Jerusalem: 
and Jerusalem shall be called a city 
of truth; and the mountain (na- 
tion) of the Lord of hosts, the ho- 
ly mountain (nation),” Zech. 8:3. I 
saw the beast, and the kings of the 
earth, and their armies gathered 
together to make war,” Rev. 19: 
19. “And in the days of these 
kings shall the God of heaven set 
up a kingdom** it shall break in 
pieces and consume all these king- 
doms, and it shall stand forever,” 
Daniel 2:44. “The kingdom and 
dominion, and the greatness of the 
kingdom under the whole heavens 
shall be given to the people of the 
saints of the most high, whose 
kingdom is an everlasting king- 
dom, and all dominions shall serve 
and obey him,” Dan. 7:27. 

“In the last days it shall come to 
pass that the mountain (nation) 
of the house of the Lord shall be 
established in the top of the moun- 
tains and many nations shall come 
and say, “Come, and let us go up 
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to the mountain (nation) of the 
Lord and to the house of the God 
of Jacob, and he will teach us his 
ways, and we will walk in his 
paths: for the law shall go forth of 
Zion: and the word of the Lord 
from Jerusalem,” Micah 4:1, 2. 
“And it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is left of all the na- 
tions which came against Jerusa- 
lem shall even go up from year to 
year to worship the King, the Lord 
of hosts, and to keep the feast of 
tabernacles,” Zech. 14:16. “In that 
day shall be upon the bells of the 
horses, HOLINESS UNTO THE 
LORD;**,” Zech. 14:20, “for the 
earth shall be full of the know- 
ledge of the Lord as the waters co- 
ver the sea,” Isaiah 11:9. “He shall 
not fail nor be discouraged, till he 
have set judgment in the earth.” 

Each dispensation has brought 
an increase of God’s government. 
First, the submission of a few 
righteous individuals, and the 
chosen nation; then, the founding 
of the invisible kingdom set up in 
the hearts of all who would repent 
and believe the gospel. The coming 
kingdom of heaven, with Satan 
bound, the righteous resurrected 
and Jesus reigning, will exceed ev- 
ery other dispensation in the re-es- 
tablishing of God’s kingship over 
the moral order of creation. 
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At the end of one thousand 
years a final test will be applied to 
discover which of the nations have 
submitted to the authority of 
Christ of their own free will and 
which have acceded only because 
of the compelling rod of iron (Rev. 
20:7-9). The “children of the king- 
dom,” and the “children of the 
wicked one,” Matt. 13:38, will at 
that time be: finally separated. 
“The Son of man shall send forth 
his angels and they shall gather 
out of his kingdom all things that 
offend and them which do iniquit) 
and shall cast them into a furnace 
of fire: there shall be wailing and 
gnashing of teeth. THEN shall the 
righteous shine forth as the sun 
in the KINGDOM OF THEIR 
FATHER**,” Matt. 13:41-43. 

“He must reign, till he hath put 
all enemies under his feet. The 
last enemy that shall be destroyed 
is death.” “Then cometh the end, 
when he shall have delivered up 
the kingdom to God, even the 
Father, WHEN HE SHALL HAVE 
PUT DOWN ALL RULE AND ALL 
AUTHORITY AND POWER.” 
“And when all these things shall be 
subdued unto him, then shall the 
Son also himself be subject unto 
him that put all things under him, 
that GOD MAY BE ALL IN ALL,” 
1 Cor. 15:28. AMEN. 





Past, Present, and Future-Spiritualism 


At Hyndsville, New York, in the 
year 1848, a certain house became 
the scene of uncanny events de- 
stined to have far-reaching influ- 
ence upon the rest of the world. 
This house was tenanted at the 
time by a “decent farmer family 
of the name of Fox,” Methodists 
in religion. Two children were re- 
siding at home at the time of the 
occurrences here narrated. 


Early in the year 1848, rapping 
noises were heard about the house 
from time to time, coming from no 
explainable source. By the middle 
of March in that year these noises 
had increased to such an intensity 
as to so alarm the children that 
they refused to sleep apart and 
were taken into the bedroom of 
their parents. The noises at times 
sounded like a rapping on walls or 
doors, at other times they sounded 
like the rumble of moving furni- 
ture. They were frequently of such 
intensity as to cause the beds to 
vibrate in response. 


One night while the rappings 
were occurring, to give the exact 
words of Mrs. Fox, “My youngest 
do as I do,’ clapping her hands.The 
child, Cathie, said, ‘Mr. Splitfoot 
sound instantly followed her with 
the same number of raps. Then 
Margarette said in sport, ‘Now do 
as I do, count one, two, three, 
four,’ striking one hand against 


the other at the same time; the 
raps came as before. She was 
afraid to repeat them. I then 


thought I could put a test that no 
one in the place could answer. | 
asked the noise to rap my differ- 
ent children’s ages successively. 
Instantly each one of my children’s 
ages was given correctly, * * * I 
then asked, ‘Is it a human being 
that answers my questions so Ccor- 
rectly?’ There was no rap. I asked, 
‘Is it a spirit? If itis make two 
raps.’ Two sounds were given as 
soon as the request was made. 


Various neighbors were called in 
and scores of questions were ask- 
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ed, and answered in the same way. 
Mrs. Fox resumes, “Many remain- 
ed in the house all night. I and my 
children left the house. On the 
next Saturday the house was filled 
to overflowing. There were no 
sounds heard during the day, but 
they commenced again in the eve- 
ning. It was said that there were 
over three hundred persons presert 
at the time. On Sunday the noises 
were heard throughout the day by 
all who came to the house.” 
* * # 

“The Fox family,” says A. Conan 
Doyle, “were seriously troubled 
by the disturbances—Mrs. Fox’s 
hair turned white in a week, and as 
it became apparent that these were 
associated with the two young 
daughters they were sent from 
home.” “It speedily became evi- 
dent, then, that these unseen 
forces were no longer attached to 
any building, but that they had 
transferred themselves to the girls. 
In vain the family prayed with 
their Methodist friends that relief 
would come. In vain also were ex- 
orcisms performed by the clergy of 
various creeds. Beyond joining 
with loud raps in the amens, the 
unseen presences took no notice of 
these religious exercises.” 

From the events thus described 
Modern Spiritualism dates its rise. 
Not that there had been no similar 
spirit manifestations before this 
time; again quoting Doyle, “The 
only difference between these epi- 
sodes and the modern movement 
is that the former might be de- 
scribed as a case of stray wander- 
ers from some further sphere, 
while the latter bears the sign of 
a purposeful and organized inva- 
sion. But as an invasion might well 
be preceded by the appearance of 
pioneers who search out the land, 
so the spirit influx of recent years 
was heralded by a number of inci- 
dents which might well be traced 


to the Middle Ages or beyond 
them.” 
* *& * 
And an invasion it has indeed 


proven to be. At once numbers 
were found who possessed the 
power of mediumship and many 
messages and demonstrations be- 
gan to come from the spirit world. 
Before witnesses, ofttimes unbe- 
lieving witnesses and whose testi- 
mony is irrifutable, astonishing de- 
monstrations took place. Luminous 
hands appeared, picking up pencils 
and writing messages; mysterious 
lights floated in the air; books, 
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music boxes, tables, etc. were 
moved about, musical instruments 
played, etc. 

In 1869, a committee of thirty- 
four London ‘gentlemen of stand- 
ing’ were appointed to carefully in- 
vestigate spiritualistic phenomena. 
“The members of this committee 
were drawn from many varied pro- 
fessions and included a doctor of 
divinity, two physicians, two sur- 
geons, two civil engineers, two fel- 
lows of scientific societies, two 
barristers, and others of repute. 
Charles Brodlaugh the Rationalist 
was a member. Professor Huxley 
and G. H. Lewis were invited to 
co-operate.” “Six sub-committees 
of this investigating body set forty 
times under test conditions.” Their 
report was made in 1871. 

* * * 

The afore mentioned commit- 
tee reported that sounds occurred 
without being produced by muscu- 
lar action or mechanical contri- 
vance; movements of heavy bodies 
also occurred without contact or 
connection with any _ person. 
Sounds occurred in response to 
questions asked, giving answers by 
a simple code of signals, the an- 
swers thus obtained being for the 
most part correct. 

Thirteen witnesses stated that 
they had seen heavy bodies, in 
some instances men, rise slowly in 
the air and remain there for some 
time without visible or tangible 
support. Fourteen witnesses had 
seen hands or fingers lifelike in ap- 
pearance but not appertaining to 
any human being. 

Eight witnesses had _ received 
precise information through rap- 
pings, writings, etc., which they 
found upon inquiry to be correct. 
This information was sometimes in 
the form of foretelling events days 
and even weeks before their oc- 
currence. 


Evidence was given of trance 
speaking, of healing, of automatic 
writing, the introduction of flowers 
and fruits into closed rooms, of 
voices in the air, of visions in crys- 
tals and glasses, and of the elonga- 
tion of the human body. 

It would seem that the spirit 
world is prepared to present most 
any kind of evidence necessary to 
convince investigators of the real- 
ity of spirit phenomena. 

* * * 

Spirit operations were not un- 
common in the earliest historical 
times. The Israelites were fore- 
warned, “When thou art come into 
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the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee, thou shalt not learn 
to do after the abominations of 
those nations. There shall not be 
found among you that maketh his 
son or his daughter to pass 
through the fire, or that useth div- 
ination, or an observer of times, or 
an enchanter, or a witch, ora 
charmer, or a consulter with fami- 
liar spirits, or a wizard or a necro- 
mancer.” Deut. 18:10-11. God fur- 
ther said, ‘‘All that do these things 
are an abomination unto the Lord.” 
V. 12. 
* * # 

The powers of darkness have 
very cleverly prepared the world 
for the present day invasion of 
spirit forces. The widespread de- 
votion to materialism’ leading to 
unbelief in, and denial of, all non- 
material powers is the best prepa- 
ration the devil could have made 
to lead the world into spiritualism. 
Man is a changeable creature and 
his reactions are extreme. As the 
human race tires of its materialis- 
tic doctrines, the reaction comes 
and Satan’s new religion stands 
ready with open arms to receive 
all who will run to its embrace.

TESTIMONY OF BEN M. BRIGHT 
PUBLICITY REPRESENTATIVE 
FOR VARIOUS RELIGIOUS OR-

One will notice in reading news- 
paper articles that five questions; 
namely, what, who, where, when, 
and why or how, are answered, the 
order of each in the article de- 
pending on the unusual feature or 
news interest of each one. 

To me the greatest event of my 
life is the experience of receiving 
the Baptism of the Holy Ghost on 
Tuesday evening, January 15, 
1935. 


It is not likely that any one had 
more barriers or handicaps than I 
had to receive this blessing. I had 
heard so many different sides of 
the question of holiness, that I be- 
gan to search the Bible myself. 

During all this searching I at- 
tended _ services at different 
churches observing their actions, 
methods, their daily living and the 
extent of their seeking more spir- 
itual knowledge and power. Find- 
ing good principles in all, some bet- 
ter than others, I humbly asked 
70d to lead me in the right way, 
to put conviction on me for all that 
I needed. 

It has taken several months to 
gain the battle. When I “‘covered” 
the Assembly at Cleveland in 1933 
for the Chattanooga Times, I 
“thought” that I was in good spir- 
itual condition. Every service of 
my church and Sunday School 
found me in attendance there, yet 
I smoked my pipe, cigars, and cig- 
arettes; went to shows and ball 
games; played pool, _ billiards, 
cards, and enjoyed the other 
worldly amusements. My presum- 
ed excellent spiritual condition re- 
ceived a decisive shock when I met 
the delegates and visitors to that 
Assembly. . 
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Prior to being converted I had 
labored against that conviction 
for three years, in which time I did 
not know what was wrong with 
me. I had gone to medical doctors 
who examined me but who could 
not find anything wrong with me 
and who could not diagnose my 
case. Then it was suggested that 
I was insane, so it came about that 
I was arrested and held without 
bond for lunacy. In a few days a 
sanity commission was appointed 
to examine me, They conducted 
many tests and observations but 
came to the conclusion that I was 
not crazy. In dismissing my case 
they told my accuser that if I were 
crazy that half of the people ought 
to be in asylums and the other half 
should be sent to school and col- 
lege to prepare them to be the 
same way. 

God works in mysterious ways. 
In the course of time I met and 
became a friend of a young mar- 
ried couple who attended church 
and insisted that I attend with 
them. I did so and then ascertained 
what was wrong with me. I needed 
God. My first step towards the al- 
tar was the only one that I hag to 
make because God met me there. 
I was saved, my burdens were 
gone, I felt and was free. I was 
baptized and joined a _ Baptist 
church. 

With all my filthy habits I start- 
ed to work for the Lord. He had 
given me the talent te ‘vrite so I 
served Him as volunteer publicity 
representative. As such I met 
3rother E. L. Simmons, pastor of 
the Bell Avenue Church of God in 
North Chattanooga, who arranged 
for me to attend the Assembly at 
Cleveland. While there my duties 
required me to sit in the midst of 
the leaders and bishops. You can 
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perhaps imagine how I, a presumed 
Christian, with my tobacco and 
other filthy habits, felt sitting 
there. 

Before the Assembly was over I 
was under the burden of convic- 
tion for sanctification. The best 
description that I can give of this 
experience is like a storeroom 
where many containers are located 
all being full of contents that are 
objectionable to God. 

Since that Assembly in 1933 I 
have been draining or emptying 
those containers that held habits 
which stood between me and the 
fullness of God’s blessings. I would 
empty one container of its con- 
tents then turn it over to the Lord 
then He would point out another 
to be emptied and then others un- 
til they were all emptied. Then ! 
began to hunger for that emptiness 
to be filled. I cried, prayed and held 
on because there was too much at 
stake to let go. Like Jacob of old 
I wrestled and held on. I told Him 
of His promises, that I had given 
up what He told me to give up and 
that if there was anything else to 
take it too but that I was holding 
on to His promises. That settled 
the wrestling. I heard heavenly 
laughter, strange voices and some- 
thing clutched the dead linings out 
of those empty containers which 
had held the things objectionable 
to God, then they were filled with 
contents which pleases God. I 
know they please Him because 
when this filling was taking place 
I was in glory and was talking in 
other voices. I do not know what 
was said. Thank God, I know tue 
experience is real and that It has 
given me the foundation to be a 
worker for Him.
